The motion Insists that Foreman 


Strawn repeatedly told the jurors that 
they probably would be charged with 
perjury if they failed to indict and at 
one time when the ballot stood eight to 
eight he called for an open vote so he 
would know who should be prosecut- 


i ed. 


It is 'alleged that out of eight tales- 


men selected, seven were partisan reT 
publicans and the eighth, a bitter per- 
sonal enemy of Governor Haskell, is a 
democrat.

No EvidenceJof Intent to Defraud. 
After pointing out numerous tech- 


nicalities in the manner and' time of 
the grand Jury selection, the motion 
declares there was no evidence -prer- 
sented to show a conspiracy to defraud 
and the secretary of the, interior and 
all .of its departments in the Indian 
territory .-were fully "-"aware of'how'the 
town lots were sche'duled and tliat ho 
objection was raised. 


The six defendants were indicted by 


the.federal grand jury at Tulsa, Okla., 
on May 27, charged with obtaining 
titles . from the government to town 
lots in Muskogee by illegal methods. 
The five co-defendan'ts of Gov. Has- 
kell, wealthy and prominent citizens; 
are C. W. Turner, A. Iseinglass. A. W.' 
Efitten, A. L. Hutchens and E. B! S. 
Evers. Governor Haskell and six oth- 
er defendants had previously been in- 
dicted on the same 
charge, but on 


April last Federal Judge John Marsha 
upheld a motion for the defendants to 
quash 
the indictment.

Blue Army Moves. 


Brig. Gen.. William 
A. Pew, com- 


mander of -the Blue army at Bridge- 
water, sent his second brigade across 
the Colchester brook, along the easl 
side of the great cedar swamp, then up 
to east Middleboro,. with the extreme 
left resting at Wareham. The 'front of 
the second brigade teft had hardlj 
reached Wareham when a detachment 
of the Red army cavalry appeared anc 
a sharp encounter began.. The objec 
of the attack was undoubtedly to drav 
the Blue troops away from the vicinity 
of Middleboro and thus give' General 
Bliss an opportunity to push the-main 
strength of his Red army tip through 
Lakeville and Middlebord and on to 
Boston. 


Resist the Cavalry. 


The second brigade of the Blue armyi 


resisted the attack 
of the cavalry, 


however, and it was evident that Gen- 
eral Pew was not going to .th'row his 
strength on his extreme left and allow 
a breach at Lakeville.

northeast corner o£ Indiana.

:i:ecord.oC Deputy Trayeling Collector 
Sharp, of this district, for the coming 
year, shows but 624 government tax- 
payers ot all 
kinds, 
whereas the 


record for the closing year shows 
735. 


Headed 
under 
government tax- 


payers are included all those who 
sell liquor in any manner and also 
oleomargarine sellers. 
These taxes 


are paid for doing business in those 
lines and therefore do not include 
t.he tobacco taxes collected. 
The re- 


port shows that, there are 355 lax- 
payers in Allen county alone, and 
of this number. 302 are retail sellers 
of liquor. 
This latter number in- 


cludes all drug stores of which there 
are p.bout seventy or eighty, and the 
difference between l.he remainder and 
the number^of count.y saloon licenses 
in force represents the number of 
blind tigers doing 
business 
here.

MISSING WOMAN FOUND. 


Among other things urged by Dr. 


Robert J. AlPy. state superintendent of 
public instruction. Is a new course of 
study he has prepared for the Indiana 
schools, is a revival of the old-time 
"spelling bee." such as In an earlier 
day was almost as much an institution 
as the public school Itself. 
Back of 


the suggestion is the very practical 
reason for it that the pupils turned out 
by the public schools nowadays are 
lamentably poor spellers of common 
English words. Correct spelling is a 
matter of mental drill, a hard keeping 
at the formation of wordj until correct 
spelling shall have become a mechani- 
cal process of the mind. In the older 
days,, when there was not only much 
spelling in the daily routine of school 
work, but also In the frequent spell- 
ing tourneys that were participated in 
by all the neighborhood of a school 
district, good spelling was quite the 
rule and good spellers were common. 
Each neighborhood 
had 
its "Jeems 


Phillips" and some neighborhoods sev- 
eral of him. and many a "hoss of a 
speller" had a repute that was a great 
deal more than local. 
Of course In 


that earlier time the spelling school 
had a distinct social value and Im- 
portance. It brought the people into 
an Intimate contact that was afforded 
by no other- agency of the "settling" 
era. 
Towns were neither numerous, 


large nor easily accessible. The spell- 
ing school offered a frequent break in 
the monotony of that isolated exist- 
ence In which the rural people of that- 
day lived. 4 Today good roads, interur- 
bari railways, rural free mail delivery 
and telephones have brought the coun- 
try Into unbroken contact with all the 
world 
of intelligence. There Is no 


longer the field for the spelling school 
and the rural "meeting house" as cen- 
ters of "news" and clearing houses of 
gossip. But there 
remains 
to the 


spelling bee Its most valuable function. 
It can still'make both young and old 
learn to spell. Dr. AJey's suggestion 
has much value. The way to spell is 
to "learn" the spelling book.
